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GENERAL   STATEMENT 

The   following  pages  present  certain  data   pertaining  to  the  cost   of  pro- 
duction of   tomatoes,    as   obtained  in  cost   studies  by  Federal   and  State  agencies 
in  various   parts   of  the  United  States   from  1913  to   1934   inclusive.      The    data 
herein  presented,    in  most    instances,    are  either  directly  from  Federal  or  State 
publications,    or   they  are  computed  from  data  contained  therein.      The   sources  of 
information  are   listed   in  the   footnotes   under  each  table   and  the   entire   list    is

arranged  alphabetically  by  States    on  pages  42  and  43.     These   sources   should  be 
consulted  for   explanation  and  further  details. 

Variability   in  the  character  of  the   information  given  in  literature  renders 
it    impossible   to   present   data   for  all  of   the   items   listed  in  these  pages. 
Dollar  figures   and  yields    only   are   given  in   some   instances,    the  quant it ive  labor, 
power  and  material  requirements   being  omitted.      Varied  combinations  of   data  occur 
in   different   studies   which  render   a  uniform  "set-up"    of   tables   impracticable  in 
the   following  pages.      Blank  spaces    (-)    are   of  frequent  occurrence,    throughout 
the  tables,    indicating    in  general   that   the  information  is   not    available,   but    in 
some    cases  apparently  a   charge   had  been  incurred   and  included  with  another  item. 

Care  has  been  exercised  that  the  "total  cost"  figures  include  growing  and 
harvesting  costs  and  those  incurred  by  the  producer  in  the  preparation  of  the 
commodity  for  market,  together  with  a  charge  for  the  use  of  the  land,  and  for 
the  interest  on  equipment.  Variations  from  this  conception  of  costs  no  doubt 
occur  in  some  of  the  sots  of  data.  Perhaps  some  minor  items  are  occasionally 
omitted  from  the  "total- cost"  as  given.  Although  major  exceptions  which  have 
been  noted  in  the  sources  of  data  have  been  pointed  out,  strict  comparability 
of  all  sets  of  data  in  the.  following  pages  is  not  assumed,  and  responsibility 
is  limited   to  the   correctness   of  the    citations. 

Apparent   discrepancies   between  the  cost   per  acre  and  the    cost    p^r  unit   of 
yield    in  these  pages   ore  usually   due   to   the   fact    that   yield-per-acre  figures 
were   not   carried   out   so  far   as    in  the    source    of   data. 

Incompleteness   in  the  list  of   studies   of  cost  of  tomato  production  ?/hich 
have   been  made   is   hereby  acknowledged. 

In  the    several   sources   of  data   tomato   production  is  usually  designated  as 
for  manufacture,    for    canning,   canning  house   tomatoes,    etc.;    or,    as   for  market, 
fresh  tomatoes,    etc.      In  these   pages   the   term  "for  manufacture"   and  "for  market" 
have   been  used  to   designate   the  two   groups  respectively. 

ACREAGE,   PRODUCTION  AND   YIELD 

The   acreage   used   in  the  commercial  production  of  tomatoes   in  the  United 
States    is  around  one-half  a  million  acres.      It   averaged  466,490   acres    for   the 
five   years,    1928-32   and  totaled  514,040  acres   in  1934.      The   production  on  approx- 
imately two-thirds  of   the  acreage   was  utilized  for  manufacture  and  that   on  one- 
third  of  the  acreage,    for  market. 

Indiana,   California,    New  Jersey,   Maryland,   Florida   and  Texas  had  more   than 
one-half  of  the  total  commercial  tomato   acreage    in  1928-32.     Florida,   Texas  and 
California  had  more   than  one-half   of   the  acreage   used   in  the  production  of  toma- 
toes for  market;   and  Indiana,    Maryland,    California   and  New  Jersey  more   than  one- 
half    of  the  acreage,    for  manufacture.      Tables    1   and  2. 

The  states   for  which  cost   data  are  shown   in  the  following   pages  had  more 
than  80  percent  of  the  total  United  States   commercial  tomato   acreage,   1923-32.

These   estimates  were 
secured  by  a  wide    inquiry  into   operations   and   expense.      They  are  not   the  result 
of  a   detailed   survey.    .They  do  not    include   interest   or  depreciation  of   stock, 
improvements   and  equipment,    or  cost   of  management.     Above   table    is  a   summariza-

The 
shipping  crop   usually   runs   from  4   to    6   tons.
